For hours and hours I have sat alone before the fireplace in my city 
home. 
I never seem quite alone at such times, for the imagination is 
stirred by this open fire, and memories are revived and made real for the 
moment, And when I am so fortunate as to hax'e companions with me at 
such times. I always feel that something unexpressed fills the very atmos­ 
phere of the room, radiating from everyone present. 
Why it is that u5e love such symbols of life and love? 
Are they not 
born within us when we leave our parental abode in Mother Earth, to be­ 
come moving and performing objects among men for a little while? 
Life from the ground—into the tree, into the wood that is chopped, 
and then into great flames in the open fireplace, for our dreams to play 
with. Then dying into crimson and yellow coals—and finally into ashes 
that hug the earth again!
